Land Regulations

he sole head of a family, or any male over 18 

years old, may homestead a quarter-section of | 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch 
ewan or Alberta, Applicant must appear in per 
son at the Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
Agency for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency (but not 
Sub-Agency), on certain conditions. 

Duties—six months residence upon and cultiva- 
tion ef the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his home 
stead on a farm of atleast 0 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house {s required except 
where residence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homestender in good | 
standing may pre-empt a quarter-section along. 
side his homestead, Price $300 per acre, 

Duties—six months residence in each of three 
years after earning homestead patent; also 50 
acres extra cultivation, Pre-eimption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead patent, on cer:

Grow More Flax 


tions in Europe. 


at war have been producing 49 per 
‘eent. of the world’s supply. In West- 
ern Canada flax was largely grown 
for seed and in Ontario more for 
fibre. The total value of the seed 
production from 1910 to 1915 was 
$87,000,000, The flax fibre grown in 
;Ontario, Mr. Glass declared, was as 
good as any in the world and he 
urged that special steps should be 
taken by the governmnt to study 
the best method of developing this 
fibre. 

In the United States a good deal 
of attention has been given to the 
use of the fibre in different ways. 
Recent tests have shown that for 
paper and fibre board there is a 


wide field for utilization of the straw. 
If it be possible, as some authorities 
claim, to produce flax that will 
nish seed of high quality and at the 


same time straw for fibre of high 
andard much advancement will be 
made, 


Some idea of the present extent of 


the flax fibre industry in Western 
Ontario was given by Mr. Arm- 
strong, of Lambton. About 4,000 
acres were grown in 1915 yielding 


800 tons of fbre which together with 
the seed was worth at least $400,000. 
The ordinary price of the fibre was 
20 cents per pound, though a number 
of the mills obtained ten cents a 
pound more. About thirty per cent. 
of the total production of fibre from 
this district is shipped to Ireland the 
rest being exported to the United 
States. 

Mr, Donald Sutherland of Oxford, 
pointed out a few of the difficulties 
to be overcome in growing flax the 
greatest of which is the providing 
labor.

He Risked His Own Life to Cut 
Mine Away to Save Vessel 


On the return to port of the Grims- 
by trawler Pelican, a gallant action on 
the part of the skipper, Fred Firth, 
was made known,

When crude oil was first discovered 
in the Pennsylvania district the publio 
received {t as a cure-all for disease im 
stead of a fuel or an illuminant. 

Then it was discovered that by sub- 
jecting it to distillation a certain por 
tion of it could be used for lighting 
purposes, to sudplant candies and 
lamps using whale oil and vegetable 
oils. 

But it was found that a considerable 
fraction—-about twenty per cent.—of 
this of] had so low a boiling point, was 
so yolatile and explosive, that it was 
extremely dangerous in lamps. At the 
sign of the coal oil lamp of that 
pioneer period fires and explosions 
were the prevailing program. 

It was soon seen by the retiners that 
}if kerosene was to beconte a popular 
illuminant, the ‘light boiling point 
| fraction’ must be taken off the top 
and disposed of in some other way. 
for a considerable time it was turned
